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THE TARIFF FIGHT. 


CHANCE FOR LEGISLATION 
THIS SESSION. 


Jbe Spsrring for Vantage Ground Between the 
Leaders-The Morrison Men Determined to 
Rule or Ruin—Wilil There be an Extra 
Session’-The Interstate Bill. 


WASHINGTON, February 8.—([Special.]—Mr. 
Randall and the gentlemen who agree with 
him ov the question of tariff revision, have 
made a fulland explicit statement of their 

- position in theirreply to the ultimatum of 
Speaker Carlisle. The full text of this letter, 
which was framed by Mr. Randall, is as fol-

ws: 

a gentlemen present at our recent conference, 
representing states south, west and north, were le: 
tothe hope thata way had finally been opened 
for an agreement on the measure that could be 
generally supported by our political friends, and 
we sincerely regret, in view of the importance ol 
the adoption by this congress of some measure 
that would materially reduce revenues and pr 

yent the further accumulation of treasury surplus 
that differences so wide as appear in your com 

munication should still exist. It was hoped that a 
pasis of compromise could be reached without re 
quiring otany onc a sacrince of principle or of ¢ on- 
victions entertained on the subject of the tariffand 
jnterpal revenue. To do this, it is evident that 
those things respecting which radical diflerences 
exist in the minds of men, must be excluded from 
a bill intended as a compromise measure. 

It was believed there could be found room inside 
of these limits for an agreement on the list of ar- 
ticles to be remitted to the free list as well as upon 
many ou which the tariff could be reduced, there- 
by affecting a material reduction of the reveuues 
without injuring or dapgering any important In- 


dustry or impairing the earnings of labor in this 
country. Itis believed yet that such a measure 
ought to be agreed upon and carried through the 


house at this session. As to the items interposed in 
the bill on which itis claimed that an increasse in 
tariff would result, we have to say that the appar- 
ent increase arises, in mostinstances, froma change 
from ad valorem to specific duties, made in accord 
‘ance with a recommendation from the treasury ce- 
partinenut. The principal object in making duties 
specific, where taey are now ua valorem, is to pre- 
vent deceptionand dishonesty practiced by under- 
valuation, and whilein fixing what isdeemed to 
to be fair specific equivalents, an apparent iacrease 
may arise, it is believedto be .apparent only and 
not rea!, however, on ali these matters, inasmuch 
as the proposed bill is not intended to be a revision 
of tbe tariff, buta billtor the reduction of the 
revenues and correction of certain inequalities 
only, we think there will be no difficulty in agree- 
ing either to strike out of the bill such articles, or 
to reduce the proposed rates, so as to insure no in- 
crease in actual duties in any case. 

A careful study of the test shows, we think, that 
except as to a very few articles, you are in error in 
the staiement that the duty is increased. 

Certain of things which you ask to be placed on 
the free list, as proposed in the Morrison Dill, raise 
at once vital questions which have heretofore pre- 
yented harmonious action on the tariff question. 
Asmany of us believe that such a step if carried, 
would be destructive of many of the important ag- 
ricultural, as well as mechanical industries, and as 
we are in this latter, responding not only to our 
own convictions but the interest of people we rep 
resent, we could not, of course, make this conces 
gion and we did not - et to be asked to make ite 

In striking from the proposed compromise 


measure. the? repeal of the tobacco tax, th 
taxon the fruit brandies, alcohol used in arts, 
Weiss beer and the alternative proposition to re- 


duce the tax on all distilled spirits from % to 60- 
per gallon, you elimnate from the bill all proposi-. 
tions to reduce internal revenue taxes, except the 
retail license provision—and this you do not in 
terms agree to. 

In lien ot these provisions in our bill, you pro- 
pose to repeai ail statutes imposing restrictions 
upon the sale of leat tobacco by farmers, and to 
modify the laws relating to store keepers and groc- 
ers at smal. distilleries and to destruction of stills. 
Also to modify the administrative features of 
the law relating to the issue of warrants. et: 
While to all these proposed modifications of the 
presetit law, we readily assent, we do not sec iu 
them clone how the reyen to De reduce

Our object in the matter of internal taxes is two 
fold: first, io reduce reyenue and second 
to re ieve the people of the vexatious and itnqtiisi 


toriai methods of taxation, and to dothis witnout 
offering temptations to fraud or to evasions of iaw, 


furthermore, in proposing the abolition or redue- 
tion of interna! revenue taxes, we believe we are 
acting in harmony with the principies and decin

The follewing was sent to Speaker Carlisle 
today: 

WasHINGTON, Felruary 8.—Hon, John G. Carlisle, 
Speaker of the Heuse of Representatives—Dear 
Sir: We regret exceedingly that you could not see 
vour way clear to gwe recognition on yesterday to 
some democrat to mable him to- move to suspend 
the rules for the pirpose of giving the house au op- 
portunity of consid:ring the question of a total re- 
peal of the internalrevenue tax on tobacco, You! 
refusal to give this ecognition, together with your 
letter of the 7th insant, deserves more than pass- 
ing uotice. If two-hirds or more of the house 
are in favor of such a repeal, 
it was a grave responsibility for 
you to oppose sucka large majority of the repre- 
sentatives of the people. Assuming, however, for 
the sake of argument, that friends of the proposi- 
tion constitute a less numberthan two-thirds, their 
strength is certainly such that they ought to have 
been permitted to test the sense of the house upon 
the question, especially since the country is 
watching, with intense interest, the action of the 
house in respect thereto, and the constituents ofa 
large number of members of the house have been 
urging them to obtain, if possible, a consideration 
of this subject. Wedo not wishto be misunder- 
sicod. We.earnestly desire from a party stand 
point that recognition should have 
been given toa democratto makea motion, but 
we would vote cheerfully for the proposition, 
w bether made by a democrat or a republican. You 
assume in your letter to usthat we ignored your 
communication of the 5d inst,and had deliberately 
failed to make response thereto. Our friends did 
not have an opportunity of considering that com- 
munication until Friday evening, the 4thinst. It 
was of such a character as to require more thana 
formal reply. We calied at your hotei 
Bext day but, through no 
fault of yours or ours, we did not 
succeeded in obtaining an interview untl!! the 
day after. We believed that the friends of 
the repea: of the tobacco tax were so strong. in the 
house, that we would save to the oppressed tax- 
payers of this country an annualreduction of tax 
ation,to the extent of $28,000,000. If the motion 
for repeal could be made in the house on Monday 
of this weck—the latest day when ‘such action to 
be eflective under rules—would be in order during 
ihe 49th congress. Motion if made during last six 
Gays, of session would almost certainly be too late 
io secure favorable consideration for question 
in senate. We did not anticipate a refusal of recog- 
hition for the purpose intended. We understood 
you to say tous verbally that if you gave to any 
vue of cur friends the desired recognition, tair 
pay all round would require you to give other dem-

ina free country. You demand that, if the repeal 
of the tobacco tax or other internal taxes, in whole 
or in part, is insisted upon by the United States, | 
then you, and those acting with you, will insist 
that in the same bil! an equal amount of reduction 
in revenue derived from customs shall be made, if 
presented, otherwise debatable ground for compro- 
mise seems to us to forestall such action by your 
further demand, that a reduction in tariff shali be 
made upon such articles only as 
those with whom you are acting shall 
indicate. Thisis equivalent to saying at the outset 
that those holding different views from your own 
and the views of those acting with you, shall be 
preciuded from having any voice in determining 
what things duties shall be reduced on. But inthe 
first place, internal taxes and customs have never 
stood equal ground in our system of taxation. Tar 
iff taxes have been always our chief reliance for 
revenue. Internal taxes have been excep 
tional. : * % | _ 

In the next place, we hold it next to impossible 
to se adjust tariff rates as to secure a definite reduc: 
tion of the revenue, such as the _ repeal 
or reduction of an internal revenue tax will 
produce. When a direct tax is repealed, we know 
what the loss to the revenue will be. So when du- 
tiable articles are placed on the free list. But the 
reduction ofthe rate of duty may be tollowed by 
an increase of revenue and not a decrease—be 
tween the two extremes of tree trade on the one 
hand and a prohibitory tariff, or no trade,on the 
other. There are three principles and only three 
one or the other must govern when duties are i n- 
telligently Jlaid. These may be reperesnted by 
three lines. 

First,the horizontal line representing an even'rate 
laid upon all imports for the purpose of revenue 
only. Next, an irregular line, representing the 
maximum revenue, and the third line representing 
the difference in cost of production arising out of 
different conditions, under which the production 
is carried on in this and other countries. * 

We are ready to join in reducing the tariff on all 
articies that are above the line of difierence in the 
cost of production, andon those thingson which 
the rate of duty is now above that line, thns per- 
mitting monopolies to be formed to arbitrarily 
raise prices to the consumer, without benefiting 
labor, 

We think it the imperative duty of congress to 
reduce the tariffso as to prevent the possibility of 
monopoly combinations to put up prices above the 
competing points, + * * é ' 
® Respec ting sagged proposition to submit the meas- 
ure proposed by us to a caucus of our political 
friends, all parties to be bounded by such action as 


it may take upon the subjects to which 
the bill relates, is one, it seems 
to us, that ought not to be asked. The 
question is not a political question. It is nota 


party question, for republicans differ on it as do 
democrats. The differences between us are not 
political differences, but differences on important 
economic and industrial questions, and we submit 
that it is not usual in either party, nor right, to at- 
tempt to bind men by caucus action on such ques- 
tions, and thereby not only take from them their 
right and* duty to act in accordance with their 


Own convictions, but to compel them to 
act contrary to their obligations for faithful 


representatives of the people who have sent them 
here. There. too, are the very matters respecting 
which we are attempting to effect a compromise, 
In lieu, therefore, of a caucus, we suggest that a 
committee composed of members represonting the 
different-phases of the question involved in the 
lwo measures under discussion, should be appoint- 
€u lo txke up these differences ina spirit of fair- 
ness with a view of coming together ona measure 
that allcan support, without either side being 
called upon to surrender conditions, or to prove 
derelict in their duty to their  coustitu- 
ents. We urge the suggestion of a con- 
ference, more because many of the gentlemen 
acting with usin the matter of internal taxe: do 
not agree on all matters pertaining to the tariff. 

_ In accordance with your fourth suggestion, that 
in case no other arrangement is arrived at, upon 


reasonable notice, a motion be made to go 
into committee of the whole on bill 9762, 
introduced by Mr. Randall at the last 


session of congress, we have to say due notice will 
be given ofthe time when it is proposed to make 
such a motion, so that it may be generally known. 

We cannot however, close this communication 
Without expressing again the hope that an agree 
ment on a measure which our political friends can 
Senerally support, is not yet impossible. 


While this letter clearly defines the position

INDEMNITY FOR THE CHINESE. 


The House Takes Up the Senate Bill to Pay 
the Chinese for the Rock Springs Outrage. 
WASHINGTON, February 8.—In the house, on 

motion of Mr. Wheeler, the senate bill passed 

with amendments appropriating $50,000 for the 
erection of a public building at Huntsville. 

Ala., the ultimate cost of which shall not ex- 

ceed $100.000, 

The house went into a committee of the 
whole on the senate bill to indemnify certain 
suhiects of the Chinese empire for losses sus- 
tained by the violence of a mob at Rock 
“ rings, Wyoming territory, on September 2d, 

Mr, Morrow. of California, inquired whether 
it wes the purpose of the foreign relations com- 
mittee (in case this bill were passed) to call up 
teday the bill restricting Chinese immigration. 

Mr. Belmontreplied in the negative. The 
Chinese government did not desire to embar- 
rass the relations between two nations, by the 
continuance of immigration, and there was a 
disposition to modify the treaty so as to bring 
about results very much more effective than 
could be secured by legislation. With this as- 
surance the committee did not intend to bring 
up the matter today. 

In the course of a speech in favor of the pend- 
ing bill, Mr. Phelps, of New Jersey, said the 
archives of the slate department showed that 
the Chinese government been always

If the United States 
government were not bound in view of the 
past Mistory of the two countries to indemoi- 
fy Chinese subjects, it would be bound td do so 
under all treaty obligations, 

Mr. Clements, of Georgia, while approving 
the bill, did so on account of past friendly re- 
lations between the two countries and as an 
act of generosity and humapity, and contend- 
ed that there was no legal international obli- 
gation under the treaty requiring the govern- 
ment to provide indemnity. 

The respective merits of the senate bill | 
which prevides for the ascertainment of losses | 
incurred, and the house bill, which makes a, 
direct appropriation of $147,745, were briefly 


discussed. Advocates of the senate bill placed 
their advocacy upon the ground that 
it would sooner? become a law and 


that American loss could be. more correctly 
ascertained. Adveates of the house measure 
contencéed that to pss the senate biil would be 
to delay payment fe twelve months, and, as 
Mr. Worthington, o IlUnois, expressed it, to 
present a Christian ountry in a sad light as 
compared with the prompt action of the 
Chinese governmentin indemnifying Ameri- 
cans who have been "ronged. 

Mr. Duniel, of Virinia, favored the house 
bill, being opposed t making two bites of a 
cherry. The claimras a small one and a 
righteous one, andit did not become this 
country to precrastinte longer in making pay- 
ment. The claim shuld have been paid long 
ago, and it was withno pride asan American 
citizen that he contmplated the fact that the 
Chinese governmen' had always acted in a 
spirit of grace and curtesy and generosity of 
good neighborhood.

THE STRIKEBDS VWEAKENING. 
A Great 


‘umber Returning to Work—An 
Improvement in Business, 

NEW YORK, February 8.—There was consid- 
erable activity on the piers of the river front 
this morning, and freight was being moved 
with much more dispatch than on any day 
since the strike. Thetime that has elapsed 
since the longshoremen and the freight hand- 
lers quit work has enabled the railroad and 
steamship company’s to select, and in some in- 
stances to train sufficient men to keep freight 
moving steadily along, besides many of the 
old freight handlers and longshoremen are com- 
ing back to work, not at places where ‘they 
are known, but at places where they are least 
likely to be known. Along the 
North River front there is a 
cecided improvement in the business of rail- 
road and steamship compani@s, and freight is 
more easily handled today. Streets leading to 
the piers are no longer choked up with trucks. 
A number of muscular countrymen have been 
put to work, who are learning rapidly. Penn- 
sylvania agents are turning applicants away. 
The Italians are gradually being discharged as 
better help is hired. At Pennsylvania pier 
No. thirty-nine, fifty of the old men went back 
today. 


The Spartanburg Boys Defended. 

SPARTANBURG, S. C., February 8.—[Special.] 
The resident correspondent of the News and 
Courier, gave the town a decided “black-eye,” 
in a recent article appearing in that paper. He 
stated that of our boys from sixteen to twenty- 
four years of age, at least one third were gamb- 
lers and frequenters of bar-rooms.

A TEXAS EVICTION 


Process of Law tod Slow and Procreds to 
Evict a Tenaut-A Bloody Battle Takes 
Place-—O.her Crime and Casualty. 


DeKate, Texas. February 8.—A deadly bat- 


) tle was fought four miles north of here yester- 


day. Four male members of a family named 
White were pitted. against Colonel John E, 
Rosser, his son Willie, aged fifteen years, and a 
bired man named Mullens. The affray re- 
sulted in the killing of three of the Whites 


| and Colonel Rosser, and the wounding of Ros- 


ser's boy. The affray occurred at the home of 
the Whites. Rosser, after being shot through 
the neck and having, as he supposed, seen all 
of his enemies killed, mounted his horse and 
rode half a mile to his house,dying as he entered 
lusewn decor. His son Willie was left with the 
dead men at the house of White. Rosser had 


sold to White and his sons a tract of 
land for which they had not 
paid. A suit for evictment was 


brought and decided in Rosser’s favor. Rosser 
thought the writ had not been enforced prompt- 
ly enough, and he started with his son anda 
hired man to enforce it himself, informally. 
Nosserand the party were’ invited in when 
they reached the house of White, and after a 
few words, firing began. J.C. White and his 
two sons, Walter and Lawson, were killed.

An Important Decision Rendered by Judge 
Speer. 

SavaNNAH, Ga., February 8.—[Special.]— 
An important decision was rendered in the 
United States circuit court this morning, by 
Judge Speer.

Courier has developed one of the biggest sensa- 
tions ever recorded in North Georgia. OaSan- 
day night the family of John E. Newberry was 
reposing in sleep, and the first intimation he 
had of impendiug danger was the un- 
looked-for appearance of three burly men dis 
guised, with a lamp, a double-barrel shotgun 
and a thirty-eight Smith & Weston pistol, He 
jumped out of bed and they proceeded to beat 
him with a large hickory stick about four feet 
long, twisted at one end, the ‘other end being 
about as large as a man’s wrist. During the me- 
Jee which ensued Newberry’s wifeitore away the 
masks of two of them, and saw who they were. 
He told them if they would let him go he would 
not tell who they were, whereupon they replied 
with an oath ‘that they would kill him. 
His wife seized the gun and wrenched it from 
the man who held it, when he grabbed her by 
ihe hair of her head and jerked her down. 
They then seized Newberry by the hair of his 
head and dragged him some twenty steps from 
the house and knocked him down witha maul, 
and, thinking him dead, skipped out. New- 
berry and his wife fought desperately for their 
lives, and when they dragged him out of the 
house her screams brought Mr. David Fowler, 
a brother-in-law of Newberry, who lives 
about 300 yards from his house. Fow- 
ler hurriedly slipped on his pants and 
shoes, and ran over to see what was the cause 
of the alarm. He found Newberry in an un- 


conscious condition, his shoulders, the back of 


his neck aud head terribly beaten and bruised. 
Had the blow on the neck been a little lower 
or higher, his neck would have been broken or 
his sku)! fractured. His body Monday morn- 
ing, was bloodshot and black looking, and his 
neck swollen larger than a man’s double fist. 

Monday morning Mr. J. P, Fowler was com- 
ing to Ellijay to meet his brother from Atlanta, 
and cn coming to a little stream about a quar. 
ter this side Newberry’s house he found a note 
in asplit stick stuck in the path near the foot- 
log on the side towards the house, which read: 

“Ifanything is said or sworn in court, some 
. d—— revenue reporter will be killed, if a rifle 
gun from the bushes will do it.” 

This threat was interpreted as an intimida- 
tion to prevent anything being done in court 
about the transaction. Newberry was accused 
for reporting men in that community 
to the revenue department, and _ this 
affair is supposed to be the outgrowth 
of malice towards him from some parties who 
suspected his reporting. A brother of Newberry 
staied to a prominent young jattorney in this 
place that some other party had been reporting 
and gave his brother’s name as a witness, and 
when required to, be swore what he knew as a 
truthfvi man. 

The Courier reporter endeavored to obtain 
the names of the parties unmasked during the 
tussle in the house, but they were withheld for 
prudential reasons. What action the aggrieved 
parties wiil take is unknown, and the public 
awaits the announcement of the names of such 
parties who would undertake so diabolical a 
crime.

Felton, of Cartersuille, was 
to have addressed the convention at this hour 
on the subject “The Farmer, His difficulties 
and aspirations as exemplified in Georgia;”. but 
owing to his illness, he was not able to be pres- 
ent, and the subject was open for general dis- 
cussion. 

Dr. Jones, of Athens, made some practical

The New South. 

In the North American Review for Febru- 
ary, Mr. Marion J. Verdery has an admir- 
able article devoted to a financial review of 
the newsouth. Mr. Verdery goes briefly, 
but graphically, over the history of the south 
since the war, describing the struggles of the 
people to adjust themselves to the new con- 
ditions by which they were surrounded. 
These struggles were bitter indeed, but the 
stropg will and the enduring patience of the 
people conquered at last. 

Mr. Verdery, in the cours®ef his article, 
calls attention to acurious fact. He says 
that as late as 1875, a prominent firm in Au- 
gusta telegraphed a very large establishment 
in New York city asking the price of sugar. 
The reply was simply this: ‘‘We do not sell 
south.’’ The establishment that forwarded 
this telegram now sends its traveling sales- 
men from one end of Georgia to the other. 

The rehabitation of the south was so rapid 
and confidence in values here so assured, 

hat, in 1880, numbers of southerners began 
to indulge in speculation. The collapse that 
quickly followed caught the south for many 
millions of dollars, but Mr. Verdery is of 
the opinion that the severe lesson was worth 
allit cost. The delirium of speculation into 
which the south entered checked for several 
years the beautiful prosperity of the section. 
But, today, with the return of prosperity, 
the south is no longer engaged in specula- 
tion, and is on a firmer financial basis than 
ever before. 

Mr. Verdery makes a remarkable showing 
for Georgia and Georgia cities—Atlanta, Sa- 
vannah and Augusta. His article, though 
comparatively brief, covers a great deal of 
ground,

no avail in preventing destruction and sinking. 


Experiments have proved that the De- 
stroyer will do all that its inventor claims 
—spossibly it may do more. It seems to be 
certain thet no vesselin any navy of the 
world could stand against it. As for the 
Welland canal—if there is any danger of 
war, Anierican troops could take chargeof 
it and blow it to pieces in an hour.

In kill- 
ing Dalton he vindicated nobody, saved no- 
body,and plunged two families into unutter- 
able griefand shame. Itisa revolting af- 
fair from beginning toend. Happily, it is 
an exceptional case, with few if any paral- 
lels in the social annals of the southwest.

NESSEE ROAD YESTERDAY. 


A South Bound and fa North Bound Freight Train 
Meet on the Same Track N-ar Dubvois-Au 
Engineer Hurt and a Fireman Injured — 

The Detailsofthe Wrecke Trains. 


Intelligence of acollision between two trains 
on the East Tennessee road reached the city 
yesterday morning and created considerable 
comment because of the terrible result said to 
have been obtained. 

The collision was between two freight 
trains. 

The first rumors current upon the streets 
yesterday morning described a collision be- 
tween two passenger trains near Dubois, and 
the killing and mangling of a large number of 
people. The rumors were many and conflict- 
ing, and in their many shapes caused quite an 
excitement Whenever discussed. Later in the 
day the rumors became less barrowing, how- 
ever,and real facts began to appear. The railroad 
employes appeared to know nothi bout the 
accident, while the officials were T6o busy to 
give any time to information hunters, Early 
in the afternoon it began to be stated on good 
authority that the accident had happened 
about four o’clock Tuesday morning, and that 
two men had been killed and one had been 
fatally hurt. Thesame source of information 
described the accident asa collision between 
two freight trains,a north bound and south 
bound train. It appears from the best infor- 
mation that can be obtained that the south 
bcund freight left Atlanta yesterday on its 
schedule. During the carly evening the con- 
ductor of the train received  instruc- 
tions to stop at Dubois and 
a way station aud to remain there until 
a special northbound train came up. The 
southbound reached Dubois some time after 
three o'clock and came toa stop on the main 
track. 

Soon after the regular train stopped the 
special northbound was heard coming, but no 
attention was paid to it by the crew of the 
regular train as it was supposed that the spe- 
cial would take the side track. The special 
came onand the engineer made no attempt 
to shut off steam. The switch was fixed so 
the train would come on the main track, but 
the engineer did not know this and rushed on. 


The result was that the moving train ran into . 


the regular freight. The special train was 
moving at a terrible speed, and the force of the 
collision was great notwithstanding the fact 
that the southbound train was standing still. 
Both engines were thrown from the track, one 
beipg completely wrecked and the other badly 
broken up. The steam, ashes, burn- 
ing coals and flying pieces of 
the engine filied the air for a few minutes, and 
when things were quiet the’crews of the two 
trains began looking about to see what damage 
bad becn done. 

Two men were lying about on the ground 
near the engine drawing the south bound 
train. They were unconscious and appa- 
rently dead. The train men gave the men 
their attention, and in ashort time ascertained 
that they were the engineer and fireman and 
that neither was dead. [I urther along, how- 
ever, they found a dead man, and later, while 
removing the wreck, discovered another corpse. 


The engineer,a Mr. Williams, whose home 
is in Macon, was one of the 
two men hurt. He was driving 


the special engine and struck the other one at 
full speed. His shoulder was dislocated and 
his head was badly cut. When found hej was 
partly under his engine, and would have died 
had not the men about the train rescued him. 
John Carroll, the fireman on the same train, 
had bis left leg’so badly crushed near the 
knee that amputation was required. Moses 
Johnson, a colored wood passer on the same 
tiain, had his skull so badly crushed in that 
death ensued in ashort time. When the train 
approached the station the men on the opposing 


irain were sitting in the engine, and spranz 
off just before the two — engines 
struck, They were not hurt. While 


clearing away the debris, the mangled remiins 
ofatramp were found. It was identifiel as 
the body of William Jones, of Atlanta. Both 
cngines were badly damaged, and three cars 
destroyed. Traflic was interrupted for several 
hours but the track is{now clear. 

It is said the engineer on the north bound 
train was asleep, and his train was running at 
full speed when he reached the meeting point 
and did not switch off on side track.

WATERS BREAKS 
An Old Atlanta Boy Makes Trouble in Bir- 
mingham--The Details.

Oscar Waters, the young cotton buyer 
who, of his own accord, destroyed § a; 
good a reputation as any young mai 


ever bad in Atlanta, has given Birmingham a 
sample of bis ability to do crooked deeds re 
centiy. 

Waters broke jail in the magic city yester- 
day. 

Several days ago Waters was arrested in Bir- 
mingham for some crooked work and given a 
The day after his arrest 
he was arraigned in police court and tried and 


sentenced. After sentence had beeu passed 
upon him he was heavily ironed 
and placed in the city jail, 


which is on the third floor of the city hall, 
with other prisoners. Early yesterday morn- 
ing, when the jailer went to Waters’s cell, he 
found the door locked with the other cell 
doors, but the prisoner was gone. The building 
was searched, but Waters could not be found. 
In addition to W aters’s absence, the rope at- 
tached to an alarm bell on top of the building 
was gone. An investigation showed that the 
prisoner had escaped Monday night. It is 
thought that when the prisenors were let out 
in the hall Monday night for supper, that 
Waters concealed himself in a closet, where he 
remained until late in the night, when he 
slipped,out, He then cut the bell rope and, 
fastened it securely to a chimney, slipped 
through an open window and let himself down 
to the ground. He was ironed, but has not 
been recaptured. Waters’s record in Birming- 
ham is a bad one. He once escaped from 
prison in Atlanta by cutting his way througha 
brick wall with a small ll knife. 


AFTER THE 8’ STATE FAIR. 


The Special Committee Goes to Americus— 
They Will Get the Fair. 


Hon. Charles A. Collier, mayor pro tem,Hon. 
W. A. Hemphill, of the aldermanic board, Hon. 
1.8. Mitchell, of the council, and Mr. Don 
Boice and Mr. Kingsberry, of the Driving 
Park association, left for Americus yesterday 
morning. 

The two committees were appointed by 
Mayor Cooper during the sessidn of the gener- 
al council Monday afternoon, and at the time 
ofthe appointment were instructed to use 
every honorable means to secure the 
permanent location of the state fair grounds in 
Atlanta. The State agricultural association is 
now in session in Americus, and during the 
meeting, which will last at least two days, 
will give the fair a permanent home. Several 
cities are offering good locations, and Atlanta 
goes down empowered to make better and 
richer offers than any of her competitors. 
The driving association of Atlanta has agreed 
to purchaseallthe ground necessary and to 
build the tracks, besides (fencing it in, if 
Atlanta will erect such _ build- 
ings as the state agricultural society shall 
aek for. The city has accepted the proposition 
and set aside enough money to build as many 
buildings as are needed, all of good quality 
and fine design. The Atlantians are, there- 
fore, able to offer the association new eligible 
ground, fenced and track for as long each year 
as the association needs it,and to erect just 
such buildings as are wanted. The Atlanta 
delegation will remain in Americus until the 
fight is over.
